New  Hampshire  House  Bill  1380,  recently 
signed  into  law  by  Governor  Steve  Merrill,  exempts 
from  real  estate  property  taxes  "radio  towers, 
antennas,  and  related  or  supporting  structures  used 
exclusively  in  the  operation  of  an  amateur  commu¬ 
nications  station  under  Federal  Communications 
Commission  Amateur  Radio  Service  rules  and 
regulations."

■  The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.

New  Communications 
Pact  Links  ARRL 
Volunteers  and 
American  Red  Cross 

On  April  1,  1994,  the  American  Radio 
Relay  League  (ARRL)  and  the  American  Na¬ 
tional  Red  Cross  signed  a  new  Statement  of 
Understanding,  to  lay  out  how  Amateur  Radio 
volunteers  -  including  members  of  the  Amateur 
Radio  Emergency  Service  (ARES)  and  the 
ARRL  National  Traffic  System  (NTS)  -  can 
assist  the  Red  Cross  in  disaster  communication. 

The  League  and  the  Red  Cross  have  had 
such  agreements  since  1940;  the  new  agreement 
replaces  one  in  effect  since  1974,  and  defines 
"disasters,”  acknowledging  the  Red  Cross’s 
recognition  of  the  volunteer  ARRL  field  organi¬ 
zation  for  its  "emergency  communications 
readiness,"  acknowledges  the  ARRL’s  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  specifies  the  ways  in 
which  the  two  organizations  will  cooperate. 

According  to  ARRL  Field  Services  Manager 
Rick  Palm,  K1CE,  the  new  agreement  differs 
from  earlier  agreements  in  two  major  ways.  It 
promotes  closer  working  relations  between 
ARRL  ARES  and  NTS  volunteers  and  the  Red 
Cross  on  the  local  level,  and  it  calls  for  die 
development  of  specific  guidel ines  for  five 
handling  of  health-and-welfare  traffic  and  inqui¬ 
ries  during  and  after  disasters. 

The  agreement  was  signed  in  Washington, 
D.C.  by  ARRL  President  George  S.  Wilson  III, 
W40YI,  and  American  Red  Cross  Senior  Vice 
President  William  H.  Reno.

New  Message-Forwarding  Rules  Begin  June  1 


The  FCC  on  April  13  released  its  Report  and 
Order  in  PR  Docket  93-85,  regarding  messages 
relayed  by  amateur  high  speed  networks.  The  new 
rules,  effective  June  1, 1994,  will  establish  what  the 
FCC  calls  "a  compliance  policy  for  amateur  stations 
participating  in  automatic  message-forwarding 
systems." 

The  new  rules  relieve  most  station  operators  in 
such  networks  of  responsibility  for  the  content  of 
messages  relayed  by  their  stations.  Under  current 
rules,  all  licensees  in  a  chain  of  forwarding  stations 
are  responsible  for  message  content. 

Originators  of  messages  continue  to  be  responsi¬ 
ble  for  their  content,  and  the  first  forwarding 
stations  are  responsible  either  for  the  content  of  the 
message  or  for  verifying  the  identity  of  the  origina¬ 
tor. 

The  new  rules  also  will  relieve  repeater  control 
operators  of  responsibility  for  inadvertent  retrans¬ 
mission  of  communications  that  violate  the  rules. 
All  operators  remain  responsible  for  discontinuing 
communications  that  violate  the  rules  as  soon  as 
they  become  aware  of  their  presence. 

Here  are  the  exact  wording  changes  in  FCC  Part 
97: 

97.3  Definitions.

(g)  The  control  operator  of  a  repeater  that 
retransmits  inadvertently  communications  that 
violate  the  rules  in  this  Part  is  not  accountable  for 
the  violative  communications. 

97.129  Message  forwarding  system. 

[Section  97.21 6  is  redesignated 
Section  97.21 7] 


(7)  Auxiliary  stations.  An  amateur  station,  other 
than  in  a  message  forwarding  system,  that  is  trans¬ 
mitting  communications  point-to-point  within  a 
system  of  cooperating  amateur  stations. 

(28)  Message  forwarding  system.  A  group  of 
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(a)  Any  amateur  station  may  participate  in  a 
message  forwarding  system,  subject  to  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  the  class  of  operator  license  held.

forwarding  system,  the  control  operator  of  the 
station  originating  a  message  is  primarily  account¬ 
able  for  any  violation  of  the  rules  in  this  Part 
contained  in  the  message. 

(c)  Except  as  noted  in  paragraph  (d)  of  this 
section,  for  stations  participating  in  a  message 
forwarding  system,  the  control  operators  of  for¬ 
warding  stations  that  retransmit  inadvertently 
communications  that  violate  the  rules  in  this  Part 
are  not  accountable  for  the  violative  communica¬ 
tions.  They  are,  however,  responsible  for  discon¬ 
tinuing  such  communications  once  they  become 
aware  of  their  presence. 

(d)  For  stations  participating  in  a  message 
forwarding  system,  the  control  operator  of  the  first 
forwarding  station  must:

(2)  Accept  accountability  for  any  violation  of  the 
Rules  in  this  Part  contained  in  messages  it  retrans¬ 
mits  to  the  system.

2300  MHz  Comments  Sought , 

The  FCC  has  issued  a  Notice  of  Inquiry  on 
reallocation  of  spectrum  from  federal  government 
use  (in  ET  Docket  94-32).  50  MHz  of  spectrum 
would  be  transferred  to  private  sector  use,  possibly 
as  early  as  this  summer.  The  comment  deadline  is 
June  15,  1994. 

The  reallocation  is  called  for  under  the  Omnibus 
Reconciliation  Act  of  1993,  which  requires  the 
Department  of  Commerce  to  identify  200  MHz  of 
spectrum  below  5  GHz  to  be  reallocated  within  the 
next  15  years. 

The  spectrum  identified  for  immediate  realloca¬ 
tion  is  at  2390  to  2400  MHz,  2402  to  2417  MHz, 
and  4660  to  4685  MHz.  Amateurs  share  the  first 
two  ranges.  The  Commission  said  that  "there  are  a 
number  of  factors  associated  with  existing  alloca¬ 
tions  of  the  bands  that  will  affect  their  potential  for 
private  sector  use." 

The  FCC  specifically  asked  for  input  on  whether 
the  proposed  reallocations  would  adversely  affect 
amateur  operations,  especially  amateur  satellites. 
The  Commission  said  that  ’’the  Department  of 
Commerce  expects  that  the  amateur  service  commu¬ 
nity  can  satisfy  the  majority  of  its  spectrum  require¬ 
ments  in  the  remaining  35  MHz  (left  after  the 
proposed  reallocation).  It  also  believes  that  current 
use  of  the  13  cm  band  by  amateur  stations  is  light 
compared  to  use  of  bands  lower  in  the  spectrum, 
but  notes  that  use  may  increase  for  ama¬ 
teur-satellite,  high-speed  computer  data  links, 
amateur  TV,  and  other  wide-band  applications. 

"The  Department  of  Commerce  states  that  it 
excluded  the  2400-2402  MHz  band  from  consider¬ 
ation  for  reallocation  in  order  to  protect  existing 
amateur  satellite  operations."

New  Mobile  Tools  for 

FCC  Include  10  Computer  Cars 

The  Federal  Communications  Commission  is 
showing  off  a  new  vehicle  for  investigative  work, 
equipped  with  two  computers,  a  color  monitor,  a 
mobile  phone,  and  a  satellite  receiver.  The  FCC 
told  the  Associated  Press  it  expected  to  have  10 
such  cars  in  service  in  metropolitan  areas  this 
month  (May),  with  the  goal  of  eventually  having 
two  such  cars  for  each  of  the  Commission’s  35  field 
offices.  The  FCC  said  that  businesses  and  boat 
operators  are  the  most  likely  to  operate  unlicensed 
transmitters. 

Meanwhile,  in  Gettysburg,  at  the  end  of  April 
the  FCC’s  amateur  license  processing  backlog  was 
10  to  12  weeks.  The  Commission  has  not  yet 
switched  to  its  new  computer  system,  which  will  be 
required  for  processing  the  new-style,  simplified 
Form  610,  which  has  been  mandatory  since  March 
1. 

And  according  to  Broadcasting  and  Cable 
magazine,  FCC  Chairman  Reed  Hundt  is  asking  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  for  more  money 
for  fiscal  1995",  in  order  to  hire  more  Commission 
workers.  Hundt  said  the  FCC  is  running  at  a 
"personnel  deficit"  of  about  500,  compared  with 
1980.

Telephone  Interference  Survey 
Examined;  ARRL  Lab  Offers 
Solutions  to  Problems 

In  early  March,  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission’s  Field  Operations  Bureau  released 
statistics  from  a  survey  of  105  random  cases  of 
telephone  interference,  saying  that  since  some 
telephones  are  "bulletproof,"  all  of  them  could  be. 

The  results  of  the  study  were  obtained  by  the 
ARRL  and  reported  in  May  QST. 

The  FCC  concluded  that  transmitter  power  did 
not  seem  to  be  a  significant  factor,  and  found  that 
filters  worked  only  one-third  of  the  time. 

The  FCC  said  that  its  own  bulletproof  tele¬ 
phones  were  free  of  interference  "virtually  all  of  the 
time. " 

The  FCC  did  say  that,  since  its  survey  was  done 
at  random,  the  results  shoqld  not  be  construed  as 
FCC  endorsement  or  criticism  of  any  particular 
manufacturer’s  product." 

The  FCC  said  telephone  interference  filters 
"cannot  be  relied  upon  to  eliminate  telephone 
interference"  (emphasis  added),  since,  in  two  out  of 
three  cases  in  this  survey,  they  didn’t  work. 

ARRL  Laboratory  Supervisor  Ed  Hare,  KA1- 
CV,  spoke  to  the  FCC  about  their  survey,  and  was 
told  it  was  preliminary  and  not  meant  to  be  conclu¬ 
sive.  On  May  4,  the  FCC  issued  a  news  release 
about  the  survey,  summarizing  its  findings.

In  Memoriam 


AL  W.  SATTERFIELD 

A1  Satterfield  passed  away  on  March  4, 
1994.  Normally,  he  would  not  be  listed  as  a 
Silent  Key  in  this  publication,  because  A1  was 
not  a  licensed  member  of  the  Amateur  Radio 
community.  While  my  history  may  not  be 
totally  accurate,  those  of  you  who  knew  A1  can 
fill  in  the  details  as  you  remember  a  good  friend 
and  supporter  of  ham  radio. 

During  the  1930s,  A1  Satterfield  worked  for 
Charlie  Brown,  the  owner  of  Radio  Parts  Com¬ 
pany  of  Milwaukee.  A1  became  his  partner 
when  Radio  Parts  Company  opened  in  Madison. 
He  later  bought  the  company  and  renamed  it  as 
Satterfield  Radio.  Satterfield’s  became  the  hub 
for  parts  and  equipment  for  us  budding  and 
active  amateurs.  Remember  those  Saturday 
morning  eyeball  QSOs  in  the  ham  department 
there? 

Al’s  interests  were  served  by  his  ham  em¬ 
ployees,  among  them  Ferrell  Smith,  W9NAK; 
Bill  Uhalt,  W9UTV  (often  confused  with  the 
writer);  Roy  Rosser,  K9WXS/W9IAU,  the  latter 
call  used  at  the  store  and  now  held  by  Roy);  and 
Arnie  Bachmann,  K9DCJ. 

I  served  my  apprenticeship  in  1950,  before 
I  was  licensed.  Satterfield’s  history  included 
selling  gear  made  by  National,  Hallicrafters, 
RME,  Meissner,  McMurdo-Silver,  Millen,  and 
others  just  vaguely  remembered. 

A1  Satterfield  was  an  outgoing,  friendly 
gentleman  who  supported  our  causes  and  our 
efforts.  His  donations  of  equipment  and  spon¬ 
sorship  of  our  social  activities  were  generous. 
Al’s  contribution  to  his  community  were  part  of 
his  nature.

modified,  non-electronic  type,  Hare  said,  and  it  is 
much  more  difficult  (although  not  impossible)  to 
make  modern  electronic  telephones,  full  of  active 
devices,  so  absolutely  immune. 

The  bullet-proof  telephones  also  lack  the  bells 
and  whistles  popular  with  consumers. 

There  are  many  reasons  why  telephone  filters 
may  work  only  "one-third  of  the  time."  RF  filters 
are  designed  to  be  optimum  over  a  specific  fre¬ 
quency  range  -  an  HF  filter  installed  to  correct  an 
interference  problem  caused  by  a  VHF  station  may 
not  be  effective.  Hare  said. 

Separate  filters  are  often  required  for  telephone 
lines  are  handsets;  a  handset  cord  can  pick  up  an 
RF  signal  from  an  HF  or  VHF  station  and  some 
telephones  may  as  a  result  require  the  use  of  a 
handset  filter. 

Hare  emphasized  that  telephone  interference  can 
be  cured.  Often,  a  combination  of  immune  tele¬

indulge  in  a  personal  prediction  here:  I  don’t  know 
what  most  film  critics  will  about  "I  Love  Trouble," 
but  I  believe  that  Siskel  and  Ebert  will  likely  give 
it  "thumbs  down"  because  it  is  a  "formula  picture." 
That’s  part  of  my  prediction;  the  other  is  that  this 
movie  will  be  one  of  the  big  box  office  successes 
on  the  1994  summer  movie  season,  regardless  of

Balloon-Carried  Amateur  Radio 
Flight  has  Ambitious  Mission 


WARBA  Has  New  Name 

Near  Space  Sciences,  formerly  the  Wisconsin 
Amateur  Radio  Balloon  Association,  has  a  busy 
flight  with  an  intriguing  payload  scheduled  for 
launch  June  18  at  10  a.m.  from  the  Wonewoc 
Airport  on  Highway  33  between  Wonewoc  and 
Union  Center.  The  bad  weather  launch  date  is  June 
19. 

The  payload  for  this  flight  includes: 

•  A  Sony  Handycam  camcorder,  which  will 
both  tape  the  view  and  send  live  Amateur  Televi¬ 
sion  (ATV)  earthward  on  439.25  MHz.  On  a  cable 
ready  TV  set  or  VCR,  this  is  also  called  channel 
60.  The  TV  system  will  use  a  mirror,  so  the  video 
will  appear  “backward." 

•  A  crossband  repeater  with  an  uplink  on 
144.325  MHz,  and  multiple  downlink  frequencies 
of  439.25,  3  watts,  horizontal  polarization,  an 
alternate  on  443.75,  and  28.322  MHz  AM,  horizon¬ 


tally  polarized.  The  repeater  downlink  is  the  same 
as  the  ATV  frequency.  Joe  Mayenschein,  WB9- 
SBD,  NSS  leader,  explained  that  TV  sets,  which 
receive  a  wideband  AM  TV  signal,  will  ignore  the 
5  or  so  kHz  of  FM  repeater  downlink  signal,  while 
the  TV  signal  will  be  ignored  by  Amateur  Radio 
gear  receiving  the  narrowband  FM  repeater  down¬ 
link  audio. 

•  GPS:  Packet  users  will  be  interested  in  the 
Global  Positioning  System  (GPS),  which  will 
transmit  on  441.05  MHz,  and  provide  latitude, 
longitude,  course,  speed,  and  a  lot  of  other  infor¬ 
mation.  It  will  use  standard  AX. 25  packet,  transmit¬ 
ting  on  441.05  MHz  with  2  watts,  vertically  polar¬ 
ized.  The  telemetry  format  is  shown  in  the  box.  If 
you  would  like  more  information  about  the  GPS 
system,  send  a  packet  message  to  KA9NHL  @ 
WB9SLE.IL.USA.NA. 

Launch  day  nets  will  be  operating  on  both  the 
Baraboo  146.88  repeater  and  on  7.155  MHz  SSB.

Number  12  in  this  series  was  written  on  Satur¬ 
day,  6  November  1993.  This  morning,  WB9LNL, 
N9UNR  and  I  went  to  Friendly  Fest,  down  in  the 
southern  part  of  Milwaukee.  A  nice  morning,  lots 
of  hams  buying  and  selling.  I  bought  a  computer. 
Paid  $5.00  for  it! 

I  must  admit,  it  was  not  a  complete  computer. 
It  was  the  case,  power  supply,  motherboard  and  one 
floppy  drive.  But  it  WAS  an  XT  class  computer, 
fully  populated  with  memory. 

Saturday  afternoon,  I  completely  disassembled 
it,  reseated  all  the  chips,  cleaned  up  all  the  connec¬ 
tors,  then  put  it  back  together.  Then  I  added  a 
keyboard  (I  had  an  XT  model  on  hand,  but  also 
purchased  a  brand  new  AT  keyboard  at  the  same 
swapfest. for  $18).  I  added  a  second  (used)  floppy, 
including  a  used  double  cable  to  connect  them. 
New,  a  drive  can  be  had  for  about  $50.  Then  I 
added  a  monochrome  video  board  and  a  mono¬ 
chrome  monitor.  Had  I  purchased  these  new,  the 
monitor  would  have  cost  about  $80,  and  a  mono¬ 
chrome  board  can  be  had  for  about  $25.  I  had  all 
these  things  on  hand,  but  let  us  assume  they  had  to 
be  purchased  new;  here  is  a  tally:

Purchase  used  at  a  swapfest,  these  add-ons 
would  have  cost  much  less  than  half  the  new  price. 
For  example,  at  the  swapfest  at  about  10:00  a.m., 
someone  offered  me  a  monochrome  monitor  at  no 
charge!  They  are  readily  available  for  $20. 

Yes,  the  computer  works  fine.  I  had  to  fiddle 
with  the  dip  switches  because  its  previous  owner 
had  it  set  up  for  a  color  monitor,  but  once  that  was 
done,  it  worked  perfectly.  A  full  640  kbytes  of 
memory.  Beautiful  little  machine. 

Why  didn’t  I  add  a  hard  drive?  Two  reasons. 
First,  there  was  not  room.  The  computer  is  one  of 
those  little  square  "small  footprint"  types,  and  there 
is  just  enough  room  for  two  floppies.  The  only  hard 
drive  I  had  laying  around  was  about  1/2  inch  too 
high  to  fit  in  the  case,  even  with  one  floppy  drive 
removed.  The  second  reason  is  even  better,  because 
it  is  based  on  the  intended  use  of  the  computer.  I 
plan  to  take  it  up  to  the  Justice  Center  for  use  in 
our  OZARES  Emergency  Communications  Center. 
It  will  be  used  for  a  packet  station  and,  once  pow¬ 
ered  up,  it  will  run  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a 
week.  The  drives  will  be  used  only  occasionally  - 
when  booting  up  the  computer,  or  when  a  ham 
needs  to  download  something.  Floppy  drive  motors 
turn  off  when  unused,  but  hard  drive  motors  do  not 
-  they  spin  constantly.  No  need  to  waste  power  and 
the  life  of  a  hard  drive  by  spinning  the  platters  day 
after  day  for  no  useful  purpose.  The  floppies  will 
do  just  fine,  and  we  will  have  practiced  conserva-

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South-Central 
Wisconsin  Skywarn 

By  Tom  Weeden,  WJ9H 
Skywarn  Net  Control  Station 

The  1994  severe  weather  season  is  underway, 
and  in  the  week  following  the  statewide  tornado 
drill  on  April  14,  the  SKYWARN  net  has  already 
been  activated  twice.  This  article  is  a  brief  descrip¬ 
tion  of  how  the  South  Central  Wisconsin  SKY¬ 
WARN  net  will  operate  in  1994,  and  how  you  can 
get  involved. 

The  idea  behind  SKYWARN  is  to  assist  the 
National  Weather  Service  (NWS)  in  being  able  to 
warn  the  public  about  approaching  severe  weather. 
When  the  Madison  NWS  office  requests  help-ffom 
the  Amateur  Radio  community,  one  station  will 
bring  up  a  net  on  the  146.88  repeater  and  another 
station  will  be  activated  in  the  NWS  radar  room  at 
the  Dane  County  Regional  Airport.  Ideally,  ama¬ 
teurs  who  have  taken  part  in  a  tornado  spotter’s 
training  course  will  then  be  able  to  set  up  at  spot¬ 
ting  sites  around  southern  Wisconsin  and  check  into 
the  net.  If  the  NWS  radar  operator  notices  a  possi¬ 
ble  severe  storm  or  tornado  on  radar,  they  will  ask 
the  ham  operator  there  for  any  station  able  to  give 
a  visual  confirmation.  The  net  control  will  then  take 
any  reports  from  the  field  and  the  liaison  at  NWS 
will  relay  the  information  to  the  meteorologists  on 
duty.  These  reports  are  helpful  in  determining 
whether  to  issue  severe  weather  warnings.  While 
NWS  prefers  trained  spotters  giving  reports,  some¬ 
times  a  report  from  an  untrained  eye  is  better  than 
no  report  at  all! 

SKYWARN  has  traditionally  operated  on  the 
146.88  Baraboo  repeater  and  will  continue  to  do  so. 
But  to  improve  our  ability  to  receive  severe  weather 
reports  to  pass  on  to  the  National  Weather  Service, 
the  SKYWARN  net  will  also  use  147.15  and  other 
repeaters  on  a  secondary  basis.  The  SKYWARN  net 
control  will  remain  on  146.88,  but  will  send  liaison 
stations  to  other  area  repeaters  to  take  reports  from 
stations  who  can’t  hit  .88  from  their  locations. 
These  liaison  stations  will  not  necessarily  take  over 
the  secondary  repeaters,  but  will  announce  their 
presence  at  regular  intervals.  They  will  take  reports 
and  relay  them  to  the  main  net  on  .88.  And,  as 
before,  if  the  .88  repeater  should  go  down,  the 
main  net  will  transfer  to  the  147.15  machine. 

A  common  problem  with  the  operation  of  a 
SKYWARN  net  is  traffic  from  well-intentioned 
stations  who  report  non-severe  weather  conditions 
when  the  net  is  busy.  Reports  that  NWS  is  inter-

tion  of  energy. 

The  moral  of  this  story  is,  computer  bargains 
are  out  there  for  the  asking.  If  you  haven’t  gotten 
on  packet  radio  yet  because  you  don’t  have  a 
computer,  you  can  do  it  now  for  very  little  invest¬ 
ment.  Don’t  miss  the  next  swapfest!  o

Conditions  this 
year  were,  in  a  word,  stinko.  The 
usual  bread  and  butter  band  for 
most  stations,  40  meters,  evi¬ 
dently  had  some  sort  of  solar 
flare,  which  almost  rendered  it 
useless.  Because  of  sun  spot 
cycle,  the  higher  bands  were 
somewhat  closed,  depending  on 
how  far  from  Wisconsin  the  sta¬ 
tion  was,  based  on  comments 
from  out  of  state  stations. 

I  want  to  say  a  few  words 
about  MOBILE  stations.  I  hear  a 
lot  of  comments  about  WQP.  I  do 
not  believe  I  have  ever  heard  a 
comment  about  just  exactly  what 
the  MOBILE  stations  do  for  this 
contest.  I  think  the  time  is  here 
to  explain  it.  The  Wisconsin  QSO 
party  is  a  STATE  contest,  not  a 
USA  contest  or  a  DX  contest. 
Wisconsin  has  72  counties,  some 
of  which  apparently  either  do  not 
have  hams  in  them,  or  those 
hams  do  not  elect  to  participate 
in  the  WQP. 

Without  the  contacts  from 
the  counties  the  MOBILES  cover, 

I  am  convinced  many  stations 
would  not  achieve  the  scores 
they  do,  nor  would  WQP  have 
the  participation  it  does.  Perhaps, 
that's  THE  secret  to  the  WQP 
success.  In  my  mind,  the  MOBILE 
stations  are  the  unsung  heroes  of 
WQP.  How?  Glad  you  asked. 
What  I  have  done  below  is  list 
the  MOBILE  stations  that  entered 
the  94  WQP,  counties  operated 
from,  and  bonus  points  achieved, 
based  on  500  points  per  county 
that  produced  at  least  1 5  Q's.  In 
most  cases,  they  are  short  of  a 
full  measure,  if  one  multiplies 
500  times  counties  operated 
from. 

This  year  was  unusual,  be¬ 
cause  of  band  conditions.  But,  if 
you  go  back  and  look  at  past 
years,  the  same  stats  support  my 
argument.  The  MOBILES  are  try¬ 
ing  to  put  as  many  counties  on 
the  air  for  the  rest  of  us  as  possi¬ 
ble.  This  year  we  had  1 9  MOBILE 
stations  send  in  entries,  covering 
up  to  23  counties,  in  an  attempt 
to  "get  as  many  counties  on  as 
possible."  Lots  of  time  planning  a 
route,  lots  of  gas,  and  lots  of 
perseverence  in  completing  their 
plan,  as  well  as  trying  to  operate 
at  the  same  time  and  even  sev¬ 
eral  modes.  That's  a  lot  of  effort 
FOR  US.  THEY  DESERVE  OUR 
THANKS!!!!  I  DO  NOT  KNOW 
WHA  T  MO  TIVA  TES  THEM,  BUT 
I  AM  GLAD  THEY  ARE!!!!!!

The  1994  WQP  had  178  en¬ 
tries.  We  had  1 16  operating  from 
Wisconsin,  one  from  Argentina, 
five  from  Canada  and  56  from 
the  rest  of  the  USA.  34  states, 
including  Hawaii  sent  in  logs. 
Five  Canadian  provinces  sent  in 
logs,  including  Yukon. 

70  Wisconsin  counties  were 
represented  -  only  Dunn  and  Iron 
were  absent.  All  50  states  and 
1 1  of  the  Canadian  provinces 
were  found  in  the  logs.  Labrador 
and  Prince  Edward  Island  were 
the  missing  ones.  I  want  to  thank 
all  those  out  of  state  stations  that 
participated,  with  or  without 
sending  in  entries.  You  help  to 
make  WQP  what  it  is  -  one  of  the 
best  State  contests  there  is. 

Another  driving  force  for 
WQP  is  the  Club  Competition.  21 
clubs  entered  the  competition, 
which  has  been  at  about  the 
same  numbers  for  a  few  years 
now.  It  amazes  me  that  a  state 
contest  can  generate  that  much 
interest  from  the  states'  clubs. 
This  is  the  other  reason  I  believe 
WQP  is  successful. 

Kettle  Moraine  Radio  Ama¬ 
teurs  repeated  their  winning  per¬ 
formance,  but  dropped  back  over 
140,000  points  in  total  score, 
with  5  fewer  entries.  Sultans  of 
Shwing,  formerly  Independence 
Radio  Club,  moved  from  3rd  to 
second  place,  up  almost  25,000 
points.  W/K  ARC  dropped  to  3rd 
place,  down  almost  58,000 
points.  Watertown  held  down  4th 
place  again,  with  a  score  similar 
to  last  year.  The  big  surprise  is 
the  Four  Lakes  Club.  They  went 
from  6  entries  last  year  to  1 7  this 
year,  and  upped  their  score  al¬ 
most  double  last  year,  to  a  total 
of  over  1 1 4,000.  Fox  Cities  Club, 
another  name  change  -  WA¬ 
CO/BARF  last  year  -  dropped 
back  just  under  1 1 ,000  points, 
for  6th  place.  Seventh  place  was 
captured  by  Sheboygan  County 
ARC.  They  increased  their  score 
by  22,000plus,  with  their  entries 
doubling  also. 

Green  Bay  Mike  &  Key  Club, 
Fond  du  Lac  ARC,  and  Ozaukee 
Club  dropped  back  in  both  score 
and  positron.  West  Allis,  Wash¬ 
ington  County  and  Racine  Mega¬ 
cycle  Clubs  really  dropped  off  in 
score.  Yellow  Thunder  Club  in¬ 
creased  both  their  score  and  their 
entries  (+  22,610  and  doubled 
to  4).  The  rest  of  the  club  entries 
were  new  ones  or  held  their  last 
year's  position. 

I  think' I  can  safely  repeat 
what  I  said  last  year  about  the 
value  of  getting  club  members  to 
participate  for  the  club  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful.  Get  your  club  active  and 
see  if  you  can  win.  This  year, 
WARAC  will  be  presenting  our 
club  plaque  to  Kettle  Moraine 
Amateur  Radio  Club,  for  a  job 
well  done.  Congrats,  guys. 

Our  plaque  for  the  best  SIN¬ 
GLE  OPERATOR  -  FIXED  again 
goes  to  WOAIH,  operated  again 
by  KA9FOX,  Scott  Neader.  Scott 
had  his  best  performance  ever  in 
WQP,  89,600  points.  98  CW 
Q's,  614  Phone  Q's  and  110 
multipliers  and  a  contact  rate  of 
102  per  hour.  Not  bad  for 
"stinko"  band  conditions. 
Congratuations,  Scott. 

Lastly,  I  want  to  thank  ALL 
THE  STATIONS  who  participated. 
Whether  you  sent  in  a  log  or  not, 
were  either  mobile  or  fjxed,  a 
county  hunter  or  not,  operating 
just  for  casual  contacts  or  partici¬ 
pating  for  a  few  Q's  or  a  lot  of 
Q's,  I  thank  you.  WITHOUT  YOU 
ALL  THERE  WOULD  BE  NO  PAR¬ 
TY.

N9KS/M  -  PUTTING  OUT  THE  COUNTIES!  Ken  Secora,  N9KS,  sent  the  following  info 
and  the  photos  above: 

"The  N9KS  mobile  had  Jack,  N9EZ,  on  the  40M  CW  station;  Paul,  WB9HC0,  on  20 
and  75  SSB;  and  Ken,  N9KS  on  75  SSB  and  2M  FM.  During  the  300-mile,  20-county 
trip,  539  contacts  were  made.  Band  conditions  were  rated  as  poor  that  day,  and 
equipment  failures  held  the  totals  down.  An  attempt  was  made  to  run  amplifiers  on 
two  stations,  but  a  troublesome  generator  had  to  be  shut  down  after  an  hour  or  so. 
Our  efforts  netted  247  CW  contacts  and  292  contacts  on  phone.  Add  in  the  bonus 
points  for  a  total  of  64,000.  Not  bad,  after  hearing  some  of  the  home  station  totals. 
The  N9KS/M  was  part  of  the  Kettle  Moraine  Radio  Amateurs  Club  effort. 

"The  gear  consisted  of  three  Kenwood  TS-440s  and  several  Hustler  whips  and 
homebrew  antennas  (see  photo  above  at  left;  that's  Jack  Forslund,  N9EZ  looking  over 
the  antenna  supply).  Each  station  is  fitted  with  a  special  bandpass  filter  and  harmonic 
'suckout'  traps  to  allow  each  to  operate  without  QRMing  the  others.  This  allows 


operation  on  all  bands  from  7  5  through  10  meters  simultaneously. 

"The  two  rear  station  modules  are  pre-wired  and  slip  into  the  van  in  a  matter  of 
minutes.  Just  hook  up  the  1 2VDC  lines  and  coax  cables  and  they  are  ready  to  go.  Up 
front,  a  simple  floor-mount  holds  the  HF  and  VHF  rigs.  The  antennas  are  mounted 
using  large  "H"  frames  with  magnets  and  one  with  the  standard  Huslter  bumper 
clamp. 

"If  you  are  looking  for  a  challenge,  going  mobile  in  this  contest  will  test  your  skills  and 
patience.  Every  club  should  put  a  mobile  or  two  on  the  road  for  this  one.  If  you  have 
any  questions,  feel  free  to  contact  me  at  my  call  book  address.  Good  luck  and  see  all 
of  you  in  the  1 995  Wisconsin  QSO  Party."

During  the  STS-59  shuttle  mission  in  April,  astronauts  Jay  Apt,  N5QWL, 
and  Linda  Godwin,  N5RAX,  used  their  SAREX  2-meter  equipment  for  a  contact 
with  astronaut  Ken  Cameron,  R3/KB5AWP,  on  assignment  at  the  Russian  space 
facility  at  Star  City,  near  Moscow. 

The  two  astronaut-hams  also  spoke  to  cosmonaut  Anatoli  Artsibartski, 
U6MIR.  The  contacts  were  made  on  two  successive  passes  overhead. 

Jay  Apt  said  "Ken  is  my  friend  and  former  STS-37  crewmate.  It  was  terrific 
to  hear  his  voice  after  several  months  corresponding  by  E-mail  only.  What  a 
great  way  to  use  ham  radio.” 

Cameron  and  Artsibartski  were  standing  near  the  Star  City  statue  of  Russian 
cosmonaut  Yuri  Gagarin,  using  a  hand  held  transceiver  and  5/8  wavelength 
whip  antenna,  standing  on  a  car  to  increase  their  elevation,  astronaut  Jay  Apt 
related  in  an  Amateur  Radio  packet  message  from  space. 

In  the  photo  at  right,  astronaut  Linda  M.  Godwin,  N5RAX,  on  the  shuttle 
Endeavour's  middeck,  talks  to  students  using  the  Shuttle  Amateur  Radio 


Experiment  (SAREX).  The  payload  commander,  as  well  as  several  other  STS-59 
crew  members,  spent  some  off-duty  time  using  the  Amateur  Radio  equipment 
to  communicate  with  hams  and  students  on  earth. 

In  the  left-hand  photo,  an  aurora  is  the  backdrop  for  this  35mm  scene  of  the 
Earth-orbiting  Endeavour's  aft  cargo  bay.  In  the  bay  are  the  antennae  for  the 
SIR-C/X-SAR  imaging  radar  instruments.  The  crew  experienced  several  sightings 
of  the  southern  lights  (aurora  australis)  during  the  orbiter's  week  and  a  half  in 
space. 

A  highlight  of  the  1994  Dayton  Hamvention  was  the  ARRL  SAREX  forum, 
commemorating  1 0  years  of  Amateur  Radio  from  the  Space  Shuttle.  Some  500 
attended,  to  hear  space  tales  from  astronauts  Tony  Engla,d  W0ORE,  and  Steve 
Nagel,  N5RAW.  Astronaut  Ken  Cameron,  KB5AWP,  participated  by  telephone 
from  Russia's  Star  City.

ested  in  include; 

•  Winds  in  excess  of  50  MPH  (slight  structural  damage,  large  tree  branches  and 
limbs  may  break), 

•  Hail  more  than  1/2  inch  in  diameter  (penny-sized)  or  larger, 

•  Heavy  rains  (2  inches  or  more  per  hour)  or  significant  flooding, 

•  Incessant  lightning,  and 

•  Obvious  funnels  or  tornadoes. 

Reports  of  "the  rain  just  stopped  here"  or  the  like  are  not  necessary  unless  there  is 
NO  other  traffic  on  the  net.  Lulls  in  the  net  DO  happen,  such  as  when  a  warning  has 
not  yet  expired  but  the  severe  weather  has  moved  out  of  the  county.  At  those  times, 
non-severe  reports  are  fine. 

Suggestions  for  a  smooth-running  net,  especially  when  under  tornado  conditions: 

•  Check  in  with  your  call  followed  by  a  brief  one-  or  two-word  description  of 
your  report.  Examples:  "KA9JPZ,  funnel"  or  "N9SZF,  heavy  rains." 

•  After  net  control  has  acknowledged  you,  give  the  time  of  your  observation, 
what  you  saw,  and  your  location  referenced  to  a  well-known  landmark.  Even  if  you 
have  previously  checked  in  with  your  location,  give  it  again.  It  saves  time  not  having 
to  look  back  in  the  log  to  see  where  you  are.  The  Weather  Service  also  needs  the 
time  of  your  report  in  case  you  may  not  have  been  able  to  give  your  report  as  it 
happened.  This  aids  NWS  in  determining  the  speed  and  direction  of  the  severe 
weather.  Examples:  "At  4:45,  there  was  a  wall  cloud  southwest  of  my  location  which 
is  2  miles  south  of  West  Towne  Mall"  or  "1  currently  have  60-plus  MPH  winds  at 
the  intersection  of  Highway  14  and  138  near  Oregon." 

•  Be  specific.  A  report  of  "It’s  really  windy  here  in  Madison"  is  not  as  helpful 
as  "There  are  large  branches  snapping  off  trees  on  South  Park  Street  near  the 
Beltline." 

•  Be  brief.  In  a  dangerous  situation  there  may  be  many  stations  needing  to 
report  quickly. 

Here  are  some  preparation  suggestions  for  SKYWARN  operators: 

•  Have  a  good  map  in  your  vehicle.  The  best  map  I’ve  seen  for  this  area  is  The 
Wisconsin  Atlas  and  Gazetteer,  which  is  available  at  several  stores  for  about  $15. 

•  Scout  out  a  spotting  site  with  a  good  view  to  the  west.  Make  sure  you  have 
a  quick  escape  route  in  case  the  weather  turns  ugly  at  your  location. 

•  Check  your  signal  into  the  repeater(s)  at  your  spotting  site. 

•  Carry  spare  batteries! 

•  Sit  in  on  a  tornado  spotter’s  training  course.  They  are  held  every  spring, 
generally  in  March,  at  several  locations  in  Southern  Wisconsin.  A  course  usually 
runs  about  an  hour  and  a  half.  Knowing  some  of  the  theory  can  help  you  spot  severe 
weather  developing  to  get  the  warnings  out  earlier.  It  can  also  help  you  avoid 
confusing  a  harmless  funnel-shaped  rain  shaft  with  an  actual  dangerous  funnel  cloud! 

John  Offerdahl,  KC9XH,  who  has  run  the  SKYWARN  net  in  the  past,  has  asked 
me  to  take  over  the  net.  You  may  still  hear  KC9XH  on  occasion  as  a  net  control, 
although  primarily  it  will  be  me,  WJ9H.  Alternate  net  controls  include  KA9JPZ, 
K9JVP,  WT9E,  and  W9CWD.  N9VHT  is  the  147.15  liaison.  Other  liaisons  are 
W9CWD,  N90AC,  and  K9JVP.  Weather  service  operators  include  N9NTB  and 
KA9JPZ. 

Biggest  needs  for  SKYWARN:  more  spotters!  Especially  to  the  west  and  south 
of  Dane  County.  If  you  are  in  a  "sparse"  location,  check  in.  We  need  your  eyes!  If 
you  know  of  someone  who  can  help  out  from  those  areas,  have  them  call  the  net  too. 

Future  plans  for  SKYWARN: 

•  DTMF  alerting.  Taking  advantage  of  tone  squelch  in  modem  radios,  I  hope 
to  institute  a  standard  DTMF  alert  code  to  quickly  notify  operators  of  impending 
severe  weather.  This  will  allow  you  to  leave  your  radio  on  and  muted,  only 
unsquelching  when  an  alert  is  issued.  A  few  details  need  to  be  worked  out  on  this 
first. 

Packet  weather  reporting.  The  Automatic  Packet  Reporting  System  (APRS) 
are  allows  a  network  of  stations  to  display  objects  on  maps  on  their  computer 


screens  and  share  this  graphic  information  via  packet  radio.  Northwest  Indiana 
SKYWARN  is  using  APRS  to  aid  severe  storm  tracking. 

•  Amateur  Television.  Actually,  weather  radar  is  already  available  in  Madison 
on  ATV,  but  educating  hams  on  how  to  receive  it  is  in  the  works.  (Hook  a  vertical 
440  MHz  antenna  to  the  cable  input  to  your  TV  and  tune  to  CABLE  channel  59,  not 
UHF.) 

•  Repeater  linking.  The  Mineral  Point  146.655  repeater  has  been  linked  to  the 

SKYWARN  net  on  .88  already,  giving  SW  Wisconsin  a  better  voice  into  the  net.

Some  Wisconsin  1993 
Field  Day  Facts

What  is  the  most  popular  single  event  or  activity  in  the  Ham  Radio 
calendar?  Most  hams  would  tell  you  it  is  the  ARRL  Field  Day.  Part  of 
its  appeal  is  that  it  is  different  things  to  different  people. 

Sponsored  by  the  American  Radio  Relay  League,  Field  Day  is 
officially  an  “exercise  in  emergency  preparedness."  To  some  it  is  a 
contest,  to  others  it’s  a  camping  trip  or  picnic  with  radios.  It  is  an 
excellent  way  to  introduce  the  public  to  our  hobby,  and  that  is  the 
primary  aim  of  many  groups.  It  is  the  main  club  social  activity  for  some 
groups,  and  in  fact,  some  clubs  are  formed  for  the  singular  purpose  of 
operating  Field  Day. 

The  results  of  the  1993  FD  were  published  in  the  November  1993 
QST.  A  total  of  42  entries  were  sent  to  the  ARRL  from  the  Dairy  State. 
These  entries  were  from  dubs,  non-dub  groups,  and  individuals 
operating  in  13  different  categories.  In  total,  605  hams  in  Wisconsin 
were  reported  part  of  the  1993  Field  Day. 

The  group  with  the  highest  score  was  the  Kettle  Moraine  Radio 
Amateurs,  N9KS,  in  the  4A  class  with  a  score  of  12,141  points.  The 
next  highest  score  was  submitted  by  N9AW  and  the  W/K  ARC  of 
Greater  Milwaukee  in  2A  with  7246.  These  two  clubs  also  had  the 
highest  number  of  QSOs,  with  3686  and  2155  respectively. 

The  largest  group  in  terms  of  members  attending  was  the  Rock 
River  Radio  Club  (W9TCH),  with  70  members  reported  present.  The 
runner  up,  with  40  members,  was  the  Kettle  Moraine  Radio  Amateurs. 
The  largest  group  by  number  of  transmitters  active  was  a  tie  between 
the  Four  Lakes  ARC,  W9JZ,  and  the  Beloit  ARC,  W9JSN,  both  in  the 
6A  category. 

Which  club  had  the  greatest  efficiency  as  measured  by 
QSOs/operator?  Of  the  groups  with  more  than  I  operator,  the  over 
all  winner  was  by  N9AU  and  his  PBR  Please  group.  Ron  and  3  of  his 
buddies  were  in  the  IA  category,  and  had  1 165  QSOs  for  a  291.3 
QSO/operator  ratio. 

W9UP  and  the  Riverland  ARC  did  best  on  a  QSOs/transmitter,  with 
1365  QSOs  in  their  I A  category. 

In  total,  Wisconsin  hams  made  a  total  of  28,980  QSOs,  and  102,993 
points  in  Field  Day.  This  averages  out  to  47.9  QSOs  each. 

Were  you  one  of  the  605  on  the  air  on  Field  Day?  If  not  you 
missed  out  on  a  lot  of  fun.  Make  sure  you  are  #606  in  1994!

Home  Brew  Night  at  WCARC

Are  you  looking  for  an  interesting 
program  for  a  club  meeting?  One  of  the 
most  popular  at  the  Washington  County 
Amateur  Radio  Club  is  our  annual 
Home  Brew  night  held  at  the  May  meet¬ 
ing.  It  is  the  night  that  members  bring  in 
their  home  brew  projects  for  a  little 
Show  and  Tell. 

The  rules  are  simple.  First,  the 
project  must  be  Ham  Radio  related. 
Second,  the  project  must  have  been 
completed  in  the  past  year.  There  are 
two  categories,  one  for  Novice  and 
Techs,  the  other  for  General  Class  and 
above  licensees.  Club  members  vote  on 
the  best  project  in  each  class. 

This  year,  there  were  four  entries. 
Unfortunately,  none  were  from  the 
Novice-Tech  group. 

First  up  was  Joel  Eschmann,  K9- 
MLD.  Joel’s  project  could  not  be 
brought  in,  so  we  went  out  to  the  park¬ 
ing  lot  to  take  a  look  before  it  got  too 
dark.  Joel  enjoys  mobile  HF  operation. 
Mobile  antennas  for  75  and  40  meter 
have  extremely  narrow  bandwidths. 
K9MLD  solved  this  problem  by  building 
a  remote  tuning  unit  that  can  be  con¬ 
trolled  from  the  front  seat.  The  tuner  is 
located  in  a  side  compartment  in  the 
back  of  his  station  wagon. 

The  heart  of  the  unit  is  based  on  a 
surplus  motor-driven  antenna  tuner  built 
by  Collins  for  use  in  tanks.  Joel  ex¬ 
plained  that  it  has  both  an  inductor  and 
a  capacitor.  Each  can  be  tuned  re¬ 
motely.  He  has  an  SWR  bridge  up  in 
the  front  of  the  car,  and  can  control  the 
motors  from  there.  With  his  tuner,  Joel 
can  operate  the  whole  75  and  40  meter 
phone  bands  without  leaving  the  driver’s 
seat  to  adjust  the  antenna. 

The  next  project  was  a  computer- 
radio  interface  by  Brian  Woelz,  N9- 
OFD.  The  interface  is  based  on  a  design 
in  that  appeared  in  QST  a  few  ago.  With 


this  interface,  Brian  can  control  his 
Kenwood  TS-850  through  his  PC.  There 
are  a  number  of  contest  and  other  com¬ 
puter  programs  that  support  radio  con¬ 
trol.  Brian  said  that  by  scrounging  parts 
he  was  able  to  build  his  project  for 
about  $5.  A  commercial  equivalent  costs 
about  $100. 

The  next  project  was  by  Gary  Sut¬ 
cliffe,  W9XT.  This  project  was  an  adap¬ 
ter  that  turns  an  oscilloscope  into  a 
spectrum  analyzer.  The  heart  of  the  unit 
is  a  tuner  from  a  TV.  It  covers  the 
frequency  range  of  about  5  MHz  to  500 
MHz. 

During  the  demonstration,  we  found 
how  good  an  RF  shield  the  Washington 
County  Court  House  is.  When  it  was 
hooked  up  and  turned  on,  there  were  no 
signals  to  be  seen!  Fortunately,  several 
members  had  their  HTs  along  to  provide 
some  signals  so  that  the  demonstration 
could  continue! 

The  final  project  was  a  restricted- 
space  antenna  for  80  meters  by  Dave 
Parkinson,  KA9RNU.  Dave  built  his 
own  clone  of  the  1SOTRON  antenna. 
The  entire  antenna  is  a  square  made  of 
sheet  aluminum  and  plexiglass  about  1 
1/2  foot  on  a  side.  Inside  it  is  a  coil  and 
capacitor.  Dave  explained  he  ran  out  of 
time  to  finish  it,  but  wanted  to  bring  it 
in  to  show  what  he  was  working  on. 

The  voting  was  next.  The  club  voted 
K9MLD’s  mobile  antenna  tuner  this 
year’s  most  popular  project.  For  his 
prize,  Joel  won  a  year’s  membership  in 
the  WCARC,  including  a  subscription  to 
the  Badger  State  Smoke  Signals.  Con¬ 
gratulations  on  a  FB  project  Joel! 

Home  brewing  is  an  art  as  old  as 
Amateur  Radio.  Unfortunately,  it  is  a 
dying  art  as  more  and  more  stations  are 
built  entirely  of  commercial  equipment. 

Why  not  consider  having  a  Home 
Brew  Night  at  your  club  sometime  in 
the  next  year?  Besides  giving  your 
members  a  reason  to  heat  up  their  sol¬ 
dering  irons  you  get  a  very  interesting 
club  program  out  of  it!

MSYS  COMMANDS  from  WD9ESU  BBS 

We  are  continuing  with  the  MSYS  commands. 
The  March  issue  of  BSSS  contained  a  summary  of 
the  commands  and  the  April  issues  contained  the 
list,  read  and  send  commands.  As  space  permits, 
we  will  include  the  other  commands. 

If  you  would  like  a  complete  list,  they  are 
on  most  BBS  and  can  be  downloaded.  Or  you  can 
send  BSSS  (K9EN  address  on  page  2)  a  self 


addressed  stamped  envelope,  and  we  will  send  you 

a  copy  of  the  MSYS  commands. 

Abort  -  This  command  stops  the  PBBS  from  what  it 
is  doing.  For  example,  you  have  asked  it  to 
list  all  the  messages.  After  about  300 
messages  you  decide  you  have  had  enough! 
Issue  the  Abort  command.  It  also  works  with 
reading  messages,  downloads,  etc. 

Bye  -  This  disconnects  you  from  the  PBBS.  It 
resets  your  statistics,  too.  If  you  just 
disconnect  or  go  away  without  disconnect¬ 
ing,  the  PBBS  will  assume  you  ran  into 
trouble  and  log  the  disconnect.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  on  Monday  you  check-in  and  read  all 
the  new  messages.  You  then  disconnect 
without  using  the  Bye.  Then,  you  check  in 
on  Tuesday.  You  issue  an  L  (list  since  you 
were  last  on).  Since  the  PBBS  ignored  your 
Monday  connect,  you  will  get  the  messages 
since  you  last  checked  in  and  the  messages 
you  read  on  Monday.  Now,  had  you  used  Bye 
on  Monday,  your  Tuesday  check-in  would  have 
given  you  just  the  new  messages. 

Conference  -  The  conference  allows  as  many  users 
as  desired  to  connect  with  each  other.  The 
best  way  to  understand  it  is  to  try  it  with 
a  friend.  The  first  time  you  talk,  your 
line  that  is  sent  will  be  prefaced  with 
your  callsign,  like  this:  N08M:  If  the  next 
line  does  not  have  a  callsign  in  front  of 
it,  then  it  came  from  the  same  station. 
Inside  the  conference  you  can  use  the 
following  commands  (send  a  control-Z  by 
pressing  and  holding  the  CONTROL  key  while 
tapping  the  Z.  Release  both. 

*ZH  -  Help 

~ZQ  -  To  return  to  the  PBBS 

*ZU  -  List  users  and  their  channels 

*ZA  #  -  Ask  user  on  channel  #  to  join 

conference 

Download  -  To  download  a  file.  You  must  enter 
the  full  name  and  directory  that  you  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  What  command  or  from  a  list 
describing  what  is  available  that  is  some¬ 
times  available.  To  download  a  file  id  a 
subdirectory,  use  this:  D 
subdirectory/filename.  So,  to  download  the 
file  APPLICAT.INF  in  the  NCARC  directory, 


you  would  issue  the  command  "D  NCARC /APPLI¬ 
CAT.INF". 

Grep  -  This  command  searches  a  file  for  a  given 
set  of  characters.  First  just  enter  a  G. 

The  board  will  ask  for  a  filename.  It  is 
asking  for  something  in  the  download  sec¬ 
tion,  that  you  get  with  the  What  command. 

It  will  then  ask  you  for  the  string  you 
want  to  find.  Let's  say  you  want  to  search 

NCBYLAWS.DOC  for  the  string  "election": 

G ( ENTER ) NCBYLAWS . DOC ( ENTER ) elect ion ( ENTER ) . 

The  board  will  then  send  you  all  lines  that  have 

"election"  in  them.  The  command  does  not  recog¬ 
nize  wildcards  (*/?).  If  you  do  not  specify  a 

file,  the  default  of  DATABASE. 0  will  be  used. 

Help  -  A  short  list  of  commands. 

?x  -  A  longer  explanation  of  the  command,  use 
?x  where  x  is  the  name  of  the  command.  I 
would  use  the  command  ?L  to  get  help  on 
LIST. 

Info  -  This  gives  information  on  the  system's 
hardware. 

ID  -  This  gives  you  the  callsigns,  ports  and 
other  information  connected. 

Just  heard  -  This  gives  information  about  sta¬ 
tions  that  the  PBBS  has  heard.  If  the  call 
is  a  funny  alias,  the  sponsor's  call  is 
given  inside  the  curly  brackets.  If  you 
want  to  connect  to  someone  like  that,  don’t 
use  the  sponsor's  call,  use  the  alias.  Use 
the  Path  command  to  determine  how  stations 
were  connected  to  the  PBBS.  You  can  also 
limit  the  output  with  a  channel  number, 
like  this:  JK  0  ...  this  lists  all  KA  nodes 
heard  on  port  0.
